I Swollen Potomac 
Nearly 
Four Feet Above Flood 
Stage. 


Washington, May 14- Nearly four 
feet above flood stage and still rising, 
the swollen P.otomac continued today 
to take a heavy toll of damage as it 
swept its angry course through nearby 
Virginia. 
It is the worst flood W ash­ 
ington and its environs have suffered 
In thirty-five years 
Fifteen houses and cottages above 
Georgetown, a suburb, wore swept 
away early this morning, when the 
Chesapeake and 
Ohio canal 
broke 
through its banks at Fox Hall road. 
Thus far the loss of life has been 
astonishingly small considering the 
torrential rush of the water. 
Around Washington there has been 
none but outlying sections of Virginia 
and Maryland have reported a total of 
four deaths attributable to the waters. 
Principal damage In the capital sec­ 
tion has been property loss. 
Both 
aides of the Potomac below Washing­ 
ton are lined with summer cottages 
and residences, mostly unoccupied at 
this season. 
The fifteen cottages that floated 
off this morning, were unoccupied. 
Early this morning, the river at Key 
Bridge measured 11.5 feet above nor­ 
mal and 9.5- above flood stage.

servers believed the crest would be 
reached this afternoon.

The Department of Agriculture comes in daily contact with 
practically every family and individual in the United States. 
Itc 
activities are no longer confined to the interests of agricultural 
producers, as was the case when the department was first organiz­ 
ed. The consumers of our great cities have a very vital interest in 
the activities of the Department of Agriculture. 
All meat pro­ 
ducts which enter into interstate commerce to be sold in our cities 
and towns are inspected by the Department of Agriculture. The 
administration of the pure food and drugs act, which vitally con­ 
cerns every family, is vested in the Department of Agriculture. 
Under the administration of Secretary Wallace, the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture has become more and more the business bu­ 
reau of the American food producer and the medium through 
which the producer and the consumer are brought into close con­ 
tact to their mutual advantage. 
The big problem which vitally affects both of them today is 
that of marketing food products. The producer is interested in 
having a stable and a profitable market, and the consumer is in­ 
terested in having a steady supply of good food at reasonble prices. 
It is the solution of this problem which Secretary Wallace has 
stressed by developing the division of marketing in the depart­ 
ment. 
During the last three years the work of the Department of 
Agriculture has been greatly increased by the enactment of leg­ 
islation in behalf of agricultural and livestock interests. The de­ 
partment 
has 
been entrusted with the administration of the 
packers’ and stockyards act, the act regulating trading in grain 
futures, and the warehousing act as amended to cover practically i 
all farm products. To handle this work effectively Secretary Wal­ 
lace has set up splendid administrative machinery. The concensus I 
of opinion is that these laws are being administer/d justly and j - 
fairly to all parties concerned, with the result that the producer _ 
is receiving more protection and fairer’treatment than ever before J 
in the history of American agriculture. 
These are but a few of the more important functions of the 
Department of Agriculture quite aside from technical and scien­ 
tific duties. No department of the federal government has been 
managed with greater regard for the welfare of the people and the 
protection of the interests of the public than the Department of 
Agriculture under the direction of Secretary Wallace.—TIy John
